or on her embittered mother 
cried: “What kind of life can 
my daughter have now?** 
permission for sugery for the 
14-year-old frightened girl was 
granted by Juvenile Court Ju»tiz»%! 
NX alter G. WhlUatch last Tues­ 
day. It coma over the strong 
objection* of Christine's moth­ 
er. Mr* I-ily Stinko, a blonde 
British war bride who now is 
divorced, She has brought up 
Christine alone for the (>a*t six 
year*. 
Even up to the very Ibm 
moment before the operation, 
Mrs. Slmko re fu 'd to sign a 
l>a|MT giving consent. It wasn’t 
needed, bul doctors preferred 
to have It. 
As the operation proceeded at 
Metropolitan General 
Hospital 
under a team of four surgeons, 
Mrs. Stmko sat in a corridor. 
The s t r a i n s of her travail 
showed plainly on her face, 
t hriKtiiir t ried 
“I saw Christine in the morn­ 
ing before the operation,“ the 
mother said. "She cried to me. 
“They said she always ran 
away and got into trouble. The 
doctors are o|»erating on her leg 
so she won't be any trouble 
again. She won’t be able to run 
anymore. She ll ta* in a chair.” 
The head of the surgical team 
met with newsmen after the 
operation — and after he had 
talked to Mrs. Simko. He asked 
that his name not be used. but 
gave permission to be quoted 
fully. The doctor said: “We 
first explored the possibility of 
removing the tumor without 
amputation, but when it was 
ev ident 
that 
there 
w as 
no I 
chance to *ave both the leg and I 
the girl's life, we had to resort 
to the radical surgery.” 
He described the tumor '- I 
about four inches long and four 
inches in diameter and located 
In the right hip as uncommon, 
particularly so in children of 
Chi I dine s age. 
The surgeon said the proce­ 
dures of the operation and pus-1 


•hie amputation were fully ex­ 
plained to Christine. "She want* 
to go on living.** he said. "She 
knows she couldn't go on other- 
wine and was relatively cheer­ 
ful about her prospects.** 
The disease ii malignant me*- 
enchyimwna and had invaded 
the ariette nerve, which run* 
from the hip to the back of the 
leg. The nerve supplies nux»t of 
the muscle sensations and con­ 
trols the motor nerves. 
The doctor said Christine has 
a "rea amable chance for cure," 
but there would be no definite 
way to predict her complete re­ 
covery before five years had 
passed. 
Ile said the girl wa* awake 
one hour after the operation as 
the anesthetic began wearing 
off.

income for the average person 
throughout his working career. 
Also, they find, the chances 
of getting a job and of hold­ 
ing it are much brighter for 
ti e high school graduate than 
for the drop-out.
